certain avenue of blossoming cherry trees 
In the carl}'^ months of the year the 
plum trees, trained into graceful shapes, 
arc covered with vlnte and red flowers 
A little later the cherry^ trees arc 
a wonderful sight ivith their seas of 
blossoms — pink, not white like our 
English cherry Scarcely’ have they ceased 
to flower when the wistaria blooms, then 
the ins and a 7 alea and peony’, these in 
tuni being followed bv the white flow'ers 
of the lotus and these by the national 
flower, the chrvsanthemuni 
\Ve cannot help being ama/ied also at the 
tiny trees which, grown in beautiful 
china pots, are very pojiular for house 
decoration— dwarf pine-trees or maples 
that will grow no more than a few inches 
high even after a hundred years 

In the north of Japan the winters are 
severe, lasting often for four months, and 


there is heavy snow, but 
f.irther south they are mild 
and extend over barely two 
months of the year The rain- 
fall IS very’ heav'y’ m most 
distnets, Japan being one of 
the wettest countnes of the 
woild, but the greater number 
of day s in the y ear are sunny’ 
On the farms the Japanese 
peojilo still use old-fashioncd 
methods and implements, and 
III the square ncefic-lds, flooded 
W’lth water while the shoots 
are growing, we can still see 
the fanners ploughing with 
ancient implements Very often 
wc come across an old- 
fashioncd " treadmill ” wheel, 
rather like the Siamese one we 
can see in page 712, used for 
iirigatmg the land 
Farther up the slopes of the 
mountains the nee fields, which 
prov'ide Japan’s most important 
product, give way to terraces 
of wheat and barley’ Near 
Kyoto much tea is grow'ii , v’eiy’ 
little is cxpoited, however, for 
tea is the favourite dnnk 
among the people and prac- 
tically the wliole of the crop is used 
by the Japanese themselves 
As the farmers have so small an area 
for cultivation- — ^generally’ no more than 
three or four acres— they hav’e to eke out 
their liv’mg by’ handicrafts and 
manufactures Some of them make 
baskets, others carv'o wood, but nearly 
all of them cultiv’ate the silkworm for 
the production of raw sflk In each 
house we hear the rustling noise of silk 
winding and find rows and rows of 
cocoons put out on trays to dry m the sun 
The fanners grow large numbers of 
mulberry trees, on the leaves of which 
the silkworms feed, and make, some- 
times, a better business out of this so- 
called addition to their caniings than 
from their mam occupation of farming 
the land Indeed the silk industry’ is 
next m importance to nee cultivation

In oldjn davs ho noeor had tea. but 
tlic English babit lias now b“C(>mi estab- 
lished and " Ic fiv o’clock,” as it is called, 
IS growing to bo more .md more romnion 
ill the citioj; Soon after si\ eoines the 
evening meal Even the poor man trios

Soup IS the most important article of 
diet to the French 'The women know 
how to picpare it, and make it very 
mcely fiom trifles vv’hich are often thrown 
avvav' m Britain Indeed, the average 
French family lives much bettor and at 
much less cost, as f.ar as food is concciiied, 
than a British one does 

French “ Hearlh ” and English “ Home " 

There was an old and very foolish idea 
among foreigners that the French piople 
had no word which was equivalent to 
the word " home ” and had no home 
life It' IS true that the Frenchman 
speaks not of the home but of " le 
foyer ” — ^the hearth— hut the ‘ hearth ” 
means to him cverv thing that the word 
" home ” means to the people of Bntain 
French family life is very deeply looted 


In Biiinin vve throw onr homes open to 
(voiy siiangor. but m Frann the Iicartii 
Is hold to hi, so s.icrcd tliat it is kept for 
tho faiiniv Itself If the Frenchman 
wishes to entertain you he mvitcs \ou

Tho French honic, with its polished 
floors and formal funnturo, with its 
pnmly-arr.ingcd (urtains and general air 
of liaving hi (11 thnronghl}' cleaned five 
minutes hcfoie Ins arrival sonicfinies 
stnkes tho stranger as being stiff. Little 
Flench girls and bojs plaving in tlie

Wonderful Courage and Endurance 

The British for a long time laughed 
good-humouredty at the Frenchman as a 
bustling, noisv, insincere man, who was 
easih excited and made a great fuss about 
things, but who forgot his excitement 
cqualh’ qnicklv The Frenchman laughed 
likewise at the British, describing them as 
icicles, who had no feelings and who frorc 
whatever they touched Both the British 
and the Punch teamed m the Great War 
to understand the other better 

The Frenchman maj be emotional and 
gel casilv' excited over little things, but 
when it comes to matters of gicat import- 
ance, he can fight for a long time against
